MOTORING NOTES. 
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The Open Road: Many English Visitors 
Expected.

On the eve of the Easter Holidays all 
thoughts are naturally centred on the 
open road; for at this particular and 
most interesting period of the year 
motorists look forward to the incompar- 
able charm of a tour, whether it be of 
short or long duration. amid the awaken- 
ing beauties brought .forth by the bene- 
ficent influence of spring. Granted a 
continuance of the delightful weather 
which we have been experiencing since 
the beginning of this month, combined 
with the excellent main and other roads 
which have been so much improved since 
last autumn, motorists may fairly antici- 
pate a glorious time during the Eastertide. 


THE ROADS. 


Speaking of roads, I have been informed 
by the Automobile Association that with 
the exception of the Dublin-Slane road 
and the coast road from Bray to Rathnew 
all the roads are in a satisfactory con- 
dition. 


NEW DRIVERS. 


At this time of year it may not be 
amiss to remind experienced drivers that 
many new owner-drivers will make their 
appearance for the first time on the 
roads, and a little consideration extended 
towards them will not be wasted. We 
know the irritation that is caused by 
‘‘ wobbler ” ahead, but a little aiielion 

on how we acquitted ourselves as drivers 
on the first days out will prompt a little 
sympathy and consideration for the new 
comer, which will contribute immensely 
to the pleasure and enjoyment of all, 


THE A.A. PATROL. 


There will be a full Patrol service on 
the different roads from to-day up to and 
including Monday night. 


ENGLISH VISITORS. 


Few owners have applied to the Auto- 
mobile Association for tryptiques to 
enable them to transport their cars either 
to England or the Continent for the 
Easter holidays, from which it may be 
assumed that the holiday will be spent in 
Ireland this year by those who generally 
cross the Channel. 

On the other hand, advices have been 
received of numerous cars coming from 
England to spend the Easter in Ireland, 
the applications showing a very consider- 
able increase on any previous year, a 
change brought about not only by the 
improved conditions of the roads, but by 
the big advance made by many of our 
hotels to cater for tourists over the 
Easter holidays. 


PARKING IN DUBLIN. 


1 recontly referred to the excellent ar- 
rangements made with the approval of the 
Civic Guard authorities as to the parking 
of cars in the city, and the agreement 
come to by the committee of car 
attendants to issue monthly badges at a 
cost of 6s., which will not only ensure the 
safety of cars and their contents during 
the owner‘s absence, but will do away 
with frequent “ tips.” I have heard that 
the sale of badges has not been what was 
expected, and jor the month of April the 
charge has been reduced to 4s.—in other

THE INTERNATIONAL RACES 


The actual work of preparing. the 
course for the two-day international motor 
races in Phoenix Park next June has 
begun. A contractor has been appointed 
to remove the Phenix Monument from 
the centre of the roadway to a position 
almost opposite, and twenty or thirty 
yards back from the main road. Men 
are engaged in removing a huge oak tree 
in preparation for the foundations to re- 
ceive the monument, and next week the 
work of widening the road in the narrow 
stretches will be commenced. 


THE FIRST STRAIGHT EIGHT. 


A Hillman straight eight saloon, the 
first British eight-cylinder car, arrived in 
Dublin on last Monday for Messrs. 
Buckleys Motors, Ltd., Abbey street, the 
distributors. At the invitation of the firm, 
I was one of a party which took her on a 
short trial run the same afternoon, the 
course being Glenmaroon Hill and home 
by Phenix Park. The first impressions 
received were its remarkably smooth 
running, its power with apparently little 
effort, while its top gear range seemed to 
be so wide that the other gears were 
hardly necessary. Flexibility is a striking 
feature of the car, and acceleration from 
any steady speed, such as 30, 40 or 50 
miles an hour, is amazingly easy. The 
winding and narrow approach, to say 
nothing of the hordes of children playing 
on the roadway at the bottom of Glen- 
maroon Hill, did not give us a chance of 
taking the hill at much over thirty miles ; 
but even at that speed the car went more 
than three-fourths of the gradient on top 
gear, cresting it on second. With an in- 
crease in speed of ten more miles, there 
is little doubt but that she would have 
skimmed the hill on top. As a passenger, 
one felt in a roomy, luxurious, comfortable 
and beautifully furnished vehicle ; and, asa 
driver, the feeling is that of controlling a 
feather- weight. The gear change is excel- 
lent, the gears handling very easily, its 
lightness and controllability being such 
that a driver entirely strange to the car 
was able to put up as good a performance 
on the hill in the matter of gear change 
and speed as a driver familiar with the 
car. A change from third to top and top 
to third at 30 and 40 is done without a 
sound. At a speed over 50 there are no 
mechanical sounds, except that known as 
power roar. That is not even very 
marked ; there is no roughness, and at no 
time up to sixty miles an hour was there 
a sign of vibration. The car has excellent 
road holding qualities ; the steering is de- 
lightfully light, even over pot-holed areas. 
At the price of £560, and the tax £20, the 
Hillman is the least expensive straight 
eight in the British market. Low built, 
it has very graceful lines. It is quiet and 
in very good taste.

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CONTAGIOUS ABORTION. 


METHODS OF PREVENTION. 


Dairy farmers know well that contagious 
abortion is one of the worst menaces to the 
health and prosperity of their herds. It was 
stated some time ago by a prominent 
veterinary official that at least 100,000 im- 
mature calves died annually in Great Britain 
from this cause, involving a loss of near ‘a 
million sterling. 

There is plenty of trouble from contagious 
abortion among dairy cattle in America also, 
and the work done (described in the 
‘*Cornell University Veterinarian ”) with a 
big herd in New York State suggests that 
all the causes of this disease and of sterility 
in dairy cows is, as yet, far from being well 
understood, 


The Blood Test. 


In this herd of 500 head 79 cows and 
heifers had aborted on one or more occasions 
in five successive years, and all were disposed 
of. A point “of remarkable interest was 
that, although 22 cows reacted positively to 
the blood agglutination test, only one of 
the 22 aborted, and she got with calf again 
in three months, and calved normally in due 
course. All the abortions were from animals 
negative to the blood test, which suggests 
that. the causative influence could not be 
Bacillus abortus. 

The semen of the chief stock bull was ex- 
amined, and was found to contain a 
streptococcus which had abortive qualities 
when injected into Guinea pigs. This same 
streptococcus was found also in many of the 
aborted foetuses. None of the foetuses, 
on the other hand, showed the presence of 
the Bacillus abortus, which is usually blamed 
for the trouble. Evidently much more in- 
vestigational work is needed to elucidate all 
possible causes of the disease. 
Banishing the Trouble. 

The writer of the article, however, & 
scribes a simple segregation method by which 
the trouble in the herd was successfully 
cleaned up. All cows drop their calves in a 
quarantine byre, and this is thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected after each calving. 
If abortion takes place, or the cow retains 
the after-birth, she does not return among 
the healthy animals till she ceases discharg- 
ing, and not, in any case, till 40 days have 
lapsed. She is not mated up again till the 
second normal heat. Several vaginal douches 
follow “each calving. Calves ara kept 
separate from the dairy herd, and the stock 
bulls are not allowed to serve cows from 
other herds.

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DO FOR HIMSELF? 


A MINISTER’S WORDS—AND 
ACTIONS. 


In a speech which he made some days ago 
the Minister for Agriculture advanced the 
opinion that it is time the Irish farmer. did 
something for himself! Coming from ; 
Minister who has spared himself no pains in 
the study of the Irish agricultural situation, 
and has risked unpopularity for his opinions, 
the statement is a striking and, possibly to 
a few of his friends, an embarrassing one. 
How will the farmer himself, indeed, take 
the implied view that on his own initiative a 
good deal of his fate must depend? Has not 
the Minister himself tacitly admitted, by the 
nature of his recent legislation, that the 
State is no unimportant factor in agrical- 
tural prosperity? 

Each of the Acts which he has sponsored, 
and for whose administration his department 
Is responsible, has been in form at least— 
we think his supporters would claim in sub 
stance also—a _ contribution towards the 
farmers’ well-being. The breeding of improved 
Stock, the making (and shortly, we presume, 
the grading) oftimproved dairy produce, the 
export (and now marking) of fresher eggs—all 
these were done, and with definite advantage 
to the industry, on the State’s initiative. 
Even in acceding to the recommendations 
of the Banking Commission in regard to agri- 
cultural credit and to the overtures of the 
J.A.O°8. with regard to advances for the co- 
operatisation of dairying, if the initiation lay 
with these non-political bodies, the response 
was part and parcel of a semi-paternal volicy. 
Why, then, should the farmer be asked to 
shoulder his own burdens now? 


The Farmer “On His Own.” 


We cannot, of course. presume to interpret 
the Minister’s meaning, nor can we suppose 
that he is in any respect disposed to disavow 
his past policies or even ‘to suggest a new 
line of development inconsistent -with them. 
We look round us, therefore. to see where 
and. how the. farmer, in pursuance 
of these existing policies, can nat 
forward ‘fon his own.” There are. 
of course, innumerable things that he 
not only can, but must. do for himself. so 
long as he remains the tenant owner of his 
own holdmg. He must plough and plant, 
sow and reap the crops of his own choosing, 
suitable to his farm, and he must take his 
own times and pursue his own methods in 
cultivating them. but he has always done 
so, and (pending the improbable device of 
nationalisation) he always will. It cannot, 
therefore, he to these, the common acts of 
his daily day,. that. Mr, Hogan is referring. 
True, he may do this work inefficiently, 
fairly or with adequate efficiency, and the re 
sults will be of immediate consequence ti 
him and of ultimate importance to the State. 

It does matter whether the milking 
cows, the most profitable hens, the proper 
type of pigs are reared or not. Our national 
wealth ri and falls with the values for 
Which we export our live stock ór our break- 
fast commodities.

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WHAT CAN THE FARMER | 


THE POTATO CROP, 
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WHY. IT IS WORTH WHILE; 


The recent spell of dry weather provided 
a golden opportunity ot pushing on the 
season’s work, particularly in regard to the 
potato crop, With an easily attainable yield 
of 15 tons saleable per Irish acre, and a 
margin left over for seed and pig-feeding, it 
would be difficult to find any other cash crop 
to beat the potato, even if market prices are 
as low as 2s. per ewt. The potato crop is 
always "“ safe,” in that the produce can re- 
vert to cattle or pig-feeding. If direct mar- 
keting is difficult, or prices below one-fourth 
the cost of meal, then potatoes become an 
economic feed for stock. 


Deep, Open Soil. 

Depth, looseness and openness are aims to 
be kept in mind when preparing the ground 
fur potatoes, as contrasted with compactness 
and fineness for turnips. Old lea forms the 
ideal seed-bed, although a little more difh- 
cult to handle than the customary one of lea 
stubble. No better covering could be desired 
than plenty of small dry sods, the presence 
of which may be bewildering to one’s early 
attempts: at negotiating lea ground. Not 
only do the plants thrive lustily therein, but 
it may be noticed on raising that the tubers 
come out exceptionally dry, even in a back- 
ward season. 

The soddy covering from the lea is, more 
ov less, impervious to water, and when blight 
attacks the tops, and rain impregnated with 
spores drips from the diseased leaves “into 
tie aris, it is diverted trom the tubers, 
with the result that there is a much highei 
proportion of clean, sound tubers through 
the ravages of blight being. to a certain 
tent, warded = off, i 
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Suitable Manuring. 


Manuring offers little worries in these days 
of cheap artificials, A> light sprinkling of 
dung will suffice if the supply is limited, 
Or il May even he dispensed with altogether 
if its application involves special diflieulty. 
Shorteomings in the supply of farmyard 
manure made good in the form of 
extra f artificials, but with a 
moderate quantity of. dung the dressing of 
artificials should be 6 éwts. superphosphate, 
2 cwts. sulphate of ammonia and 2 
muriate of potash per Irish acre.

SOME USEFUL HINTS. 

Ducks have advantages over hens in being 
hardier, easier to rear, and less subject to 
disease. They are good foragers, and find a 
Jot of their own food. They can be success. 
fully kept on any soil, provided they have 
swimming water. Like other domestic fowls, 
ducks are divided into classes, some breeds 
being excellent for table, others for egg-pro- 
duction, 


Table and Laying Breeds. 


Kor table, the Aylesbury, Pekin and Rouen 
are suitable breeds, the first-named being 
about the best. These are large white ducks, 
with good table flesh, a fully-grown bird 
weighing from 8 to 10 lbs. They have the 
advantage over the other table breeds in 
maturing very rapidly, ducklings being ready 
for killing at from eight weeks onwards. 

The principal laying breeds are the Indian 
Runner and Khaki Campbell. Of the former 
there are three varieties: White, Fawn, and 
awn and White, the tast-named being gene- 
ially the best layers. ‘his is a very small- 
hodied bird, and therefore of little or no 
value for table or market, 

The Khaki Campbell is another splendid 
layer, and has the great advantage over the 
tusner in being larger and of a more or Jess 
dual-purpose character, hence the drakes can 
be fattened off far table or market,

Rearing of Ducklings. 


Ducks are usually hatched with hens, If 
large numbers are required they may be 
hatched in an incubator. Duck eggs take 28 
days to hatch, During hatching the eggs 
should be frequently sprinkled with tepid 
water 

Young ducklings requive no food for the 
first 36 hours. The first food may consist of 
oatmeal given in shallow pans ef water or 
scraps of bread steeped in milk. If there are 
any clean eggs left over from the hatch 
they mav he made into a custard and fed to 
the ducklings.

WHAT IT COSTS. 


Dealing with the ‘‘Economics of Fruit 
Growing ’’ in the course of a lecture before 
the Farmer’s Club in London, Mr. W. P. 
Seabrook of Chelmsford, said that in 1925 
his firm had bought a farm of 300 acres, 
most of which was now planted down to 
permanent fruit. Coming to the cost of 
establishing so far as we have ascertaineu 
it on the new farm, we find that the first 
period of about 18 months of the planta- 
tions, 7.¢., from. November, 1925, when we 
took possession, until 30th June, 1927, we 
had spent from £27 per acre in the case of 
the cheapest form of fruit, to £42 17s. Od 
for the dearest combination of trees and 
bushes. ‘The lower cost was for 40 acres of 
one-year-old Czar plums interplanted with 
two-year-old) black currant bushes. The 
higher cost was incurred in the case of 30 
agres of two-year-old Cox’s Orange Pippin 
trees interplanted with two-year-old goose- 
berries. Many other combinations were 
planted, such as _ three-year-old trees with 
no imtercrops, half-standard plums with 
raspberries between, and also intermixed 
plums and apples. ‘The average cost during 
the first 18 months for 170 acres of land,

Value of Soft Fruits. 


For the vear ending 30th June, 1928, an 
extra capital outlay of £5 11s, 2d. per acre. 
was inculred, making a total debt of £41 14s 
2d. per acre. From now on the interplanted 
soft fruits should more than balance the ann‘ial 
outgoings, and by the time the permanent 
fruit trees are in full bearing the fields 
should be free of debt. As an illustration 
of this, the field planted with plums and 
raspberries has freed itself of debt with the 
first crop of raspberries. ‘The total gross return 
of raspberries being two tons per acre, at an 
average nett price of £75 per ton. Similarly, 
ST acres of black currants planted between 
plums and apples should more than pay for 
all out-goings next year and commence to 
pay oft the debt of those fields, The method

Some Valuable Work. 


Twenty years ago so many as 50 per cent. 
of the cows kept aborted, but by 1915 the 
percentage had been reduced to 20. In 1924 
a thorough clean-up was made. ‘The cows 
were tested every month by the blood agglu- 
tination test, and all reactors were removed. 
Most were sold as heef, but the better pro- 
ducers were retained at another farm stead- 
ing, a mile distant. . 

It was found that, calves given milk from 
reacting cows would react to the blood test, 
but after the weaning period they ceased to 
react, and were apparently immune to the 
trouble till they approached maternity, The 
best of these calves were used (after 50-60 
days’ quarantine) for replenishing the dis- 
ease-free herd. : 

The cleaning-up process had become com- 
plete by 1926, when every cow in the clean 
herd had a living calf; and again in 1927 
there were no abortions. The milk flow, too, 
had increased from an average of 6,500 lbs. 
in 1924 to 8,000 lbs. in 1927. - 

These cases show how much may be done 
to avert the incidence of the disease by far- 
mers who will take the trouble to follow up 
a systematic course of preventive treatment. action. However this may be, it remains

If, standing alone, the farmer re 
gards initiative as hopeless, he must combine 
with others in the pursuit of hope.-If this 
was not what the Minister meant, it remains 
one of those truisms which, however, do 
not become whole truths until they are acted 
upon; and the answer to our question is that 
the farmer by himself can do but little, 
‘whilst the farmers themselves, acting loyally 
as one man, can virtually control their whole 
business.

Where properly 
managed, butter produced from whole milk 
has as good a flavour as butter produced 
from cream. The yield of butter in both 
cases is practically the same.

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A STUDY IN CONTRASTS. 


——_ o——_ 
(By the Rev. Canon CHAMBERLAIN, B.D.) 
fe SCENT DE is a time of great con- 


trasts. There is the contrast we 
find in a single day in March—bright 
sunshine and dark clouds, summer sun 
and winter winds, genial warmth and 
biting cold. And then there is the con- 
trast we find in the Church’s year at this 
time—the contrast between Lent anid 
Easter Day, between the Cross and the 
Resurrection, the sadness of Good Friday 
and the joy of Easter morning. And 
behind these contrasts of Nature and the 
Church we have the greatest contrast of 
all—the contrast between life and -death. 
We think of the life of nature, after its 
Jong winter sleep, wakening again. We 
think of human life, having passed 
through the grave and gate of death, 
rising to its joyful resurrection. 


THE CONTRAST OF SPRING. 


It is, indeed, a fitting thing that our 
Faster Festival—the festival of the new 
life—should be in the springtime, for all 
Nature blossoming into new life at this 
time is a parable and a picture to us of 
something far deeper. Spring speaks to 
us of the re-fashioning of life which 
seemed to be dead. And it tells us of the 
rising again of plant and of seed into a 
larger and more glorious thing. It tells 
us that the little humble seed—so insigni- 
ficant, and the queer, twisted roots—so 
plain and unlovely, have alike within 
them that mysterious germ we call life. 

It tells us that this germ is ready to 
break forth at the call of Nature’s God 
into a newness of life so wonderful and so 
glorious that even Solomon in all his 
glory cannot compare with them. Dead 
they seem in the winter and useless. 
Whoever, if he had not seen it with his 
eyes, could ever think of the glory that 
shall be revealed in them? Whoever 
could dare to prophesy, had he not seen, 
the glory of colour and of scent that 
would be revealed in the dull, drab bulb 
of the hyacinth? What a contrast! 
Asleep in the ground in the humble body 
of seed and root and bulb they await the 
call of the sun. They arise to newness 
of life. At the call of the sun that 
mysterious life fashions for itself a new 
body—a _ glorious body—very different 
indeed from the body of winter 
humiliation. 


THE PAULINE CONTRAST. 


St. Paul must have had in his mind 
something of this contrast when he wrote 
those great words of Christ: ' Who shall 
fashion anew the body of our humiliation, 
that it may be conformed to the body of 
His glory ’’—for that is the correct trans- 
Jation of St. Paul's words as given in the 
Revised. Version. The Authorised 
Version with which we are more familiar 
is singularly unhappy in its rendering. 
It reads, ‘‘ who shal] change our vile 
body.” St. Paul did not speak of this 
wonderful body which sustains our 
earthly life—this organ of the spirit in 
time and space—as “‘vile.’’ His word 
does mean ‘‘this body of our humiliation”’ 
—a very different thing. His thought is 
this. Just as the true life of the plant is 
not the seed life, nor the root life—just 
as the seed and the root are the body of 
the plant’s humiliation in the earth, so 
our mortal life here is not our true life. 
Just as the true life of the plant is the 
flower life, up in the air and the sun- 
shine, so our true life is in the eternal] 
background of things we cal] Heaven. 
For the time being we find our- 
selves on earth—tied down, hemmed 
in, limited, restrained, hainpered ; for the 
time being our life is circumscribed by its 
earthly environment in this body of our 
humiliation. 

But it will not always be so. When we 
are called to the wider life of our fuller 
citizensi:iip through what the Prayer Book 
go significantly calls “the gate of death,”’ 
then this body of our humiliation will be 
fashioned anew to fit its new life. The 
enlarge scope of the fuller life demands a 
refashioning of the old limited body of 
our humiliation. It will be conformed to 
the glory of Christ’s risen body. This 
same thought and contrast in various 
words is found elsewhere in the Apostle’s 
writings. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


This body links us to earth. It is the 
sign and the seat of many and great 
humiliations of the spirit. It is tainted 
with evil. It forbids much. Yet it is 
destined to a signal and decisive change— 
a change more wonderful than poet ever 
dreamed of or chemist ever witnessed in 
retort—a change more wonderful than ever 
astonished the student of the transfigura- 
tions of nature—and yet a change which 
will leave us stil] ourselves. It is a 
fashioning anew, not a substitution; a 
resurrection, not a creation. As has been 
beautifully said: ‘‘ Clothed with that body 
that shall be, we shall not feel the stranze- 
ness of a new garment, but shall sav to 
ourselves: ‘This is the old vesture, only 
the black threads have been plucked out 
and the stains purged; this is the old 
habitation, the same corridors, chambers, 
vindows, only the wood and clay have 
mysteriously become cedar, ivory and 
old,’ ”’ 

And the Pauline doctrine is confirmed 
by the Gospel narrative of the resurrection 
body of Christ. Our Lord still bore the 
print of the wounds suffered for His 
friends, and by them He was surely recog 
nised. But those wounds no longer pained. 
So we are persuaded that we, too, shall 
recognise those who have spent themselves 
in love for us—the same, but fashioned 
anew.

Borrowed Days. 


The tradition that March goes out like 
a lamh is contradicted by an old Scots 
legend that the last three days of the 
month were borrowed from Apri} for the 
special purpose of a final display of in- 
clemency. According to an old rhyme— 

March said to Aprill, 

1 see three sheep upon a hill, 

And if you'll lend me dayes tliree 

Til find a way to make them dee. 

April consenting, the first day was “ wind 
and wet,” the second “ snow and sleet,’’ 
the third ‘‘ sic a freeze it froze the birds’ 
nebs to the trees’’—and that order of 
weather is supposed to have marked the 
‘borrowed days’’ ever since. 


SCaundy Thursday. 


Tne day preceding Good Friday has 
always been associated with ceremonies of 
a peculiar kind. It was on this day that 
Our Lord washed the feet of His disciples 
and gave them His great Commandment, 
and it is from the Latin word for this— 
mandatum—that the name of the day is 
supposed to be derived. 

In the monasteries it used to be the 
custom on this day. to wash the feet of as 
many poor people as there were monks, 
and some sovereigns used often to take on 
themselves this duty. In the wardrobe 
book of Edward I. we read that presents 
of money were given to thirteen poor 
people whose feet the Queen had washed. 
The practice continues in England for 
several centuries, but was eventually given 
up. To this day, however, it survives in 


Madrid. 


Maundy Money. 


But, although the custom of washing the 
feet has been discontinued, what is known 
as Maundy Money is still commonly dis- 
tributed. The King of England distributes 
money to poor people, the number of 
whom corresponds to his age, and to each 
of whom he gives one penny for every year 
of the number. James II. was the last 
sovereiziw to perform the ceremony in 
person, but it is still observed in West- 
minster Abbey on this day. Special coins 
are minted, and are usually silver pennies 
or threepenny pieces. Many of them, as 
might be expected, have found their way 
into our museums. 


To Market by Moonlight. 


Going home from work in the small 
hours yesterday (writes a correspondent), 
I wondered at the distant clamour that 
came from the fields up Cabra way—bark- 
ing of dogs, shouts of men and the lowing 
of cattle. It sounded like the morning of 
the weekly cattle market, but that is held 
on Thursday, and this was only Wednes- 
day. And then I suddenly remembered 
that, this being Holy Week, the market 
was being held a day earlier. 

I noticed another thing, | too—the 
economical municipal authorities had put 
out all the Jamps along the Cabra road 
and other roads by which cattle enter the 
city on market mornings. Of course, there 
was a full moon, and the first thin spears 
of the dawn were piercing the sky over 
Dublin Bay; but 1 felt that they might 
have given the cattle drovers at least 
another half-hour to get their charges to 
the journey’s end. Even on the. darkest 
mornings of mid-winter few, if any, 
drovers carry lights nowadays, but before 
1916 one rarely met cattle being driven to 
market without a lantern or two in the 
hands of their escort. 


Horses For Holland.

British Postage Stamps. 


I called at the College Green post office 
last week to purchase some British postage 
stamps, and, to my surprise, found that 
I was permitted to have only fivepence 
worth. The postal assistant explained 
that people sending small sums to Eng- 
land had abused the facilities for obtain- 
ing British stamps in Dublin by sending 
stamps insiend of postal orders. As the 
Free State postal authorities are under no 
obligation to sell British stamps, it seems 
rather shabby that this concession should 
be utilised to cheat thein of the small 
commission payable on posta] orders. 
Many of us find it advantageous to he 
able to obtain a few British stamps 
occasionally, but, in the circumstances 
explained by the assistant the restriction 
on the number to be purchased seems 
reasonable.

BISHOP CHARLES HENRY BRENT 

Reuter’s New York Correspondent announces 
that the Right Rev. Charles Henry Breut, 
D.D. C.B.,. Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of Western New York, 
died on Tuesday night at Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, aged sixty-seven years. Bishop Brent 
was born at Newcastle, Ontario, Canada, the 
son of the Rev. Canon Brent, and was 
ordained in 1886. From 1901 to 1918 he was 
Bishop of the Philippine Islands, and since 
1918 he had been Bishop of Western New 
York.

FARMING. 


THE NEIGHBOURLINESS 
OF MACALISTER.

út WELVE noon, New Westminster 

market emptying, and most oí my 
goods stil] unsold! On the second floor 
of the market building there is a refresh- 
ment stall where I went, hoping to cure 
my depression with hot coffee. There | 
met a farmer’s wife, from Lulu Island. 
She was an old timer, having farmed alon 
the Fraser for thirty years; so I ask 
her if it was really harder to scratch 
a living in the pioneer days. Said she: 
‘‘In some ways it was. We had no con- 
veniences, In other ways it 1s harder now. 
lolks used to be neighbours, but now it 
is dog eat dog.”’ 

In Canada the word “neighbour” im- 
plies something more than near-dweller. 
A man may live next door, and still be 
no neighbour. 

Rattling homeward with my unmarket- 
able produce, I sought comfort from the 
refiection that IJ have some good neigh- 
hours. The best of them is a man whom 
I will cal] MacAlister. He is a Tyrone 
man, but has spent most of his life in 
Canada, and now plans to return to the 
prairie, being disgusted with the slavery 
of small-farming in British Columbia. 
When he rented the farm across the road 
from mine, I naturally speculated on what 
maner of man he might be. Wcuxuid he be 
a’ good neighbour? 

We met while working at road-mending, 
one of those casual jobs to eke out the 
living which our jarms will not fully pro- 
vide. I took a fancy to him at once. 
For one thing, he owns a quiet sense cf 
humour, rare in this country. In this 


respect most of the inhabitants remind 
me of the old Model T. Ford, which has 
only two gears, high and low. Few 


Canadians recognise any intermediate state 
between solemnity and boisterousness. I 
suggested to MacAlister that we might 
werk together at our spring ploughing, 
since we had only one horse each, and my 
10 inch plough would do the work quicker 
that the small garden-plough which he 
owned. He agreed, and in the ensuing 
work did a good deal more than his proper 
share, and for my benefit. We became 
intimate. Nowadays we borrow. each 
other's goods with little formality. Ii 
one of us has to go away anywhere, the 
other keeps an eye on the vacant house. 
Our wives exchange notes on {fruit-pre- 
serving and the like, and our children 
play together. We are neighbours. 


ON THE PRAIRIE. 


MacAlister tells me that on the prairie 
there is a stronger fellowship among the 
farmers than in British Columbia. This 
I find credible. This part of British 
Columbia is no longer the camping-ground 
of the care-free pioneer, but bas fallen 
into the hands of that keen ‘‘ go-getter,”’ 
the business man. We have to fight, not 
so much the forces of Nature as the guile 
of other men. To sell our goods we must 
ruse betimes and heat the other fellow 
in the race to market. On arrival we 
frequently tind that some merchant prince 


has flooded the local markets with im- 
ported stuff. This sort of thing breeds 
misanthropy. In the language of the 


country, ‘‘lt sure makes you hostile.’’ 
Qn the prairie the struggle is with 
Nature herself—Nature who can, in an 


|hour, ruin the work of a year with a 


roaring shower of ice, or can kill the 
larmer outright if he loses his way between 
house and barn on an evening of blizzard. 
The wheat-farmer’s product goes out to 
a world-market, and he need not concern 
himself overmuch with ni:«.olems of selling, 
Those are dealt with by the wheat pools— 
farmers’ organisations established in the 
teeth of opposition from banks, railways 
and mortgage companies whose guiding 
principle is “public service—at a price.” 

Contest with blind forces develops the 
natural gregariousness of mankind. Even 
when human powers fail and we ask for 
Divine help, we usually do so in congrega- 
tion \ couple of years ago a prairie 
farmer died suddenly, leaving a widow 
and young family, and at a time when he 
could ill be spared. It was spring, and 
high time to get the seed into the ground. 
On the prairie, when men work, they do 
so in a Trojan way uncreamed of in the 
Old Country. With a short growing 


season and the menace of a Siberian 
winter, the work of a year has to he 
crammed into a. few months of furious 
labour. 


It was a large farm, where wheat was 
everything. The patch of kitchen-garden, 
and the few cows which supplied milk 
for the household counted for very little. 
Grain was life. The seed-wheat lay in 
the granaries; the frost was out of the 
ground, and the soil was full ready for 
the hand which would never steer plough 
again. The seeding once done, there 
would be time to get hired help for sub- 
sequent work. 


PLOUGHING AND SEEDING. 


One morning, as the bereaved family 
sat at breakfast, a near neighbour came 
in, “Where would you like seeding 
done?” he asked. 

Looking out, the widow saw teams and 
motor-tractors convergirg on the farm, 
from all sides, and by the time when 
the granaries were opened the wheat- 
ground seemed to be alive with men and 
horses. The prairie resounded with yells 
of ‘“‘Gee! Haw: You two per cent. 
cayuse!’’ mingled with the buzz of 
tractors. Four, six, and eight-horse teams 
were there, hauling gang-ploughs which 
could turn four furrows at a strcke. Ina 
separate part of the field the tractors 
plunged along like a company of whippet 
tanks. Out of chaos oide; came, A 
master-ploughman led off to a mile-long 
strike out, and the other teams followed 
in regular order, every man “tripping- 


in” his plough on his _ predecessor's 
furrow. As the wave of ploughs went 
into action, the vellow plairie turned 


black, as though swept by a magic wand. 
When the teams were dots on the plain 
they swung leit, filed across the headland 
and tripped in on the return stroke. 
Behind the ploughs came a wave of har- 
rows .and behind them the drill-seeders, 
sprouting grain. 

At noon the men rested, fed them- 
selves and their horses and resumed work. 

That evening, as the neighbours drove 
home through the gold and cornelian sun- 
set, they knew that they had made a 
double record. Never before had such a 
force of men, horses and machinery been 
seen together on a prairie farm, nor on 
any such farm had so many acres been 
ploughed and seeded in a single day.

COST OF BUILDING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirx,—-The members of this Association have 
been much interested in the recent discus- 
sions on the Housing Bill, and in the various 
reasons that have been put forward for the 
present high cost of building. 

Building costs are made up of two factors, 
labour a materials; in the average building 
sgpibaimeife 50 per cent. of the cost is 
labour and 80 per cent. is for materials. 

In parallel columns below I set out the rela- 
tive weekly wages of a typical tradesman 
(carpenter) in Dublin and in similar cities in 
England (Birmingham, Hull, Leeds, etc.), i 
1914 and 1929 respectively :— 

1914 1929. Increase. 
£s.d. €3.d. £8. d. 
1176 4 38 26 2 
English Cities... 2 18 3116 19 10 
which show an increase of £2 6s. 2d. and £1 
9s. 10d. respectively, although the time worked 
each week is six hours less in each case, only 
44 hours being now worked as against 50 
hours in 1914. 
Jt was pointed out in the discussion on the 
Housing Bill that the price of building had 
fallen considerably in the last few years. 
These reductions have been effected largely as 
a resuit of the fall in the price of materials 
and of alterations in the construction and 
planning of houses. 

The present wages paid in the building 
industry in Dublin were agreed on in 1 
and no reduction has since taken place, though 
the cost of living has fallen considerably in 
the interval. 

No doubt the builders will be asked if the 
high wages referred to were the principal 
factor in maintaining the cost of building at 
the present inflated level, and, if so, why was 
this fact not brought before the recent Hous- 
ing Conference, and the opinion of the mem- 
Lers of that body focussed on it. The reason 
is that when the representatives of the 
builders entered the conference chamber in 
April last they were informed by the Chair 
man that no proposals involving a decrease 
In wages, or an increase in the working hours, 
would be considered or discussed. 

Notwithstanding this restriction, my repre- 
sentatives to the Conference submitted a care- 
fully prepared statement, showing the propor- 
tion af the various costs which -are necessary 
for a complete building, a scheme where a 
saving could be _ effected in the cost of 
material, and, three definite schemes, which 
In their opinion would go far to reduce 
labour costs. 

A sub-committee was agreed on to put pro- 
posals for economics before the Conference. 
lhe representatives of the operatives formu 
lated a scheme for increasing output—the 
employer members agreed that this could be 
adopted—but, unfortunately, the full support 
of the operatives in the Conference was not 
torthcoming. 

The Conference, therefore, at this stage 
reached an 1m passe , ho considered proposals 
being available for discussion.—Y ours, etc.,

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The Carlow Dispute. x 

A critical stage: has been reached in 
the dispute- between - the “Irish ‘Sugar 
Manufacturing Company, Limited, and 
the growers of sugar-bect, and there seems 
to be a grave danger of the collapse’ of 
the beet-sugar industry unless early steps 
are taken to resolve the deadlock. It 
may be of interest briefly to review the 
circumstances that have led up to this 
dispute. When Sir Maurice Lippens and 
his associates secured the monopoly for 
the production of beet-sugar in the Free 
State, the Government undertook to pay 
them a subsidy of 24s. 6d. per hundred- 
weight of finished sugar for the first 
three years of the factory’s operations, 
on condition that they should pay the 
Irish growers a price of 54s. per ton for 
raw sugar-beet. At the end of the first 
three years, it was agreed, the Govern- 
ment’s subsidy would be reduced to 
22s. 6d. per hundredweight, and the com- 
pany would be free to make new contracts 
with the growers. When the appointed 
period came to an end, the Carlow com- 
pany announced that its new price to the 
growers would be 44s. per ton for raw 
beet—a price which the growers promptly 
refused to accept. Negotiations followed, 
in the course of which the company agreed 
to increase its offer to 45s. per ton; but 
still the growers refused to be satisfied. 
Finally, when the company had made it 
clear that it would go no farther, the 
Executive of the Irish Beet-growers’ 
Association at a meeting on Tuesday 
decided that beet should not be grown on 
the company’s terms, and advised all its 
members to refuse to renew their con- 
tracts, 

The beet-growers base their refusal to 
accept the company’s terms on the results 
of the factory’s working during the last 
three years. Last year the company’s net 
profit was £117,111, a figure ‘that was 
reached after more than £44,000 had been 
written off for depreciation, and- allowance 
had been made for taxation.

On the basis of last year’s 
figures, they argue, the company will have 
written off its whole capital by the end 
of the ten years’ period of the subsidy, 
and, therefore, will be able to start afresh 
as if it had no capital to serve. The com- 
pany declares that the sum of 45s. per ton 
is the maximum price that it can pay íor 
beet with hepe- of reasonable 
profit. The subsidy reduction during the 
next year will amount to £165,000, while 
the fall in the price of sugar will involve 
a loss of £38,000. Consequently, there 
will be a total decrease in the company’s 
revenue of £203,000. The reduction of 
beet prices to 45s. per hundredweight will 
reduce this loss by £60,000; but the com- 
pany would be forced to bear the re- 
mainder of £143,000, a sum considerably 
greater than its net profits of last year.

Mechanised Armies. 


War, we often are reminded in these 
days, is becoming deadlier. It is. for- 
tunate, perhaps, that it also is becoming 
duller. A battle of the future will 
resemb!ie those Martian conflicts in Mr. 
Wells's novel, in which only machines 
are visible to the spectator. No com- 
mander brandishing a sword will. cry 
“half a league,’ nor will a general 
address attentive troops in the fashion 
which was beloved by Latin historians. 
Those who are interested seriously in the 
preservation of international peace will 
find food for thought in a handbook of 
‘Mechanised and Armoured Formations,” 
which was issued by.the British Army 
Council on Monday. This handbook is 
intended “to stimulate thought in the 
Army on the whole subject of what war 
will be like in the future.” Major- 
General Bonham-Carter, Director of Staff 
Duties, explains that enemy machine-gun 
fire now can make open ground virtually 
untenable in daylight to “attacking 
infantry. In future all attacks will be 
made by armoured brigades, and infantry 
will operate as a rule only in enclosed 
country. .“‘ Never before,’’ the handbook 
comments, “has an army possessed a 
fighting unit which, while practically 
immune to hostile small arm fire, can 
travel at several miles an hour across 
country and fire when actually in 
motion.” The object of the ‘ mechanised 
army” will be to cut the enemy off from 
all supplies, meanwhile subjecting him to 
heavy fire. It is consoling at least to 
reflect that future wars must be very 
brief. Either the mechanised army will 
achieve victory in a short time or, if a 
position of stalemate is reached, so many 
tanks will be battered to pieces that the 
utmost resources of belligerent Powers 
will be unable to replace them.

Traffic Control. 


Traffic control is becoming a matter of 
ever-increasing importance in this age of 
great cities. Much thought and foresight

have been devoted to the question, and 
drastic regulations have been introduced 
in several cities with the object of making | 
the streets sale for pedestrians. The 
motorist who.‘ parks’’ his car for an un- 
reasonable. time in New York. is sent: to 
jail. A motorist who kills a pedestrian 
under any circumstances in Madrid must | 
be prepared to endure a term of penal 
servitude. People seldom take kindly 
to restrictions of this nature upon their 
liberty—Dublin’s white line experiment | 
was not a brilliant -success—but it has 
become recognised fairly generally that 
the obstruction of the traffic is a social 
crime. <A special engineering committee 
has been conducting an exhaustive investi- 
gation into the whole question in America, 
and it concludes that “the most generally 
effective mechanical device used “to factli- 
tate traffic at inter-sections on city streets 
is the automatic traffic-control signal,” 
but that there is a tendency to use traffic- 
control signals unnecessarily. So many 
highly scientific traffic signs, colours and 
markings are em; loyed in American cities 
that’ the public in many cases is apt to 
regard them in an unfriendly spirit. The 
safety of everybody who ventures into 
these crowded streets depends upon his 
complete acquaintance with an up-to-date 
system of signals. These devices are so 
complicated, and vary so much in different 
cities, that many people fail to understand 
them—often with fata] results. Perhaps, 
the ultimate remedy in vast centres of 
population will have to be a system by 
which motor cars will cross the streets on 
bridges, from sky-scraper to sky-scraper, 
as they did in the futuristic film, 
“ Metropolis.” :

LONDON LETTER. 


THE IM ALONE. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wepnespay NIGHT. 


It was understood in diplomatic circ]es 
to-day that a report had been received at 
the Foreign Office from Sir Esmeé Howard 
the British Ambassador at Washington. 
relative to the sinking of the Nova Scotian 
schooner I’m Alone.

what remarkable official statement issued 
by the United States Treasury casting 
personal reflections upon Captain Randall. 
It is also claimed that action was taken 
in accordance with the well-known doctrine 
of international Jaw im that there was 
“continuous pursuit’? of the schooner. 
This statement from the United states 
Treasury is, of course, ez parte, and 
scarcely likely to satisfy either the British 
or Canadian Government without strict 
examination. It is recalled that a nembe- 
of the crew of the I’m Alone was killed 
in the sinking of the schooner, an incident 
which renders full investigation impera- 
tive. 

The King and the Archbishops. 


The King was well enough to-day to 
receive the Prime Minister and the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York, and, as 
the ceremony of paying homage by the 
latter occunied only a few minutes, tha 
King was able to give Mr. Baldwin quite 
a long interview afterwards. The ceremony, 
however, was quite a State function: for 
the King wore a frock coat, and came 
down from his room attended by several 
members of his suite. The Archbishops, 
who drove to Craigweil House from the 
“Moorings,” where the Archbishop of 
Canterbury is staying at Bognor, remained 
to lunch with the Queen and Mr. Baldwin 
It is related in some quarters to-day that 
the Archbishops wore jewelled copes and 
mitres for the ceremony ; but, seeing that 
the occasion was not of an ecclesiastical 
character apart from the persons of the 
Atchbishops, there appears to have Lecn 
a mistake. 


Mr. W. Peters. 


Mr. W. Peters, C.M.G., who has heen 
appointed representative in the Irish Free 
State of the Overseas Trade Department’ 
of Great Britain, 1s now holding a post 
at Stockholm, in Sweden. Mr. Peters wil 
be leaving Stockholm almost immediateiv, 
however, and is expected to reach London 
by the end of next week. On arrival he 
will proceed to Dublin without unneces- 
sary delay to take up his new appoint- 
ment. 


The General Election. 


While estimates of the result of the 
ceneral election are naturally coloured bj 
the predilections of the prophets, there 
are exceptions. I was talking to-day. te 
an ex-Liberal Cabinet Minister, who ex 
pressed the view that the Conservatives 
will have a clear majority of seventy over 
Liberals and Labour combined in the next 
Parliament. He attributed this to the 
influence of the new women voters, who, 
he thought, would not be concerned very 
much about political policies or principles, 
hut would feel that, on the whole. the 
Conservatives were a better sort of people 
to vote for. and that to vote Conservative 
was “the thing.”’. He had arrived at this 
conclusion very regretfully, but teld me 
that he had no doubt it was a sound one. 


“DO.RA.” 


Some of the recent utterances 
Home Secretary have been much 
cised. but his attitude on the Shop Hours 
Act has brought him much correspond 
ence of a favourable character. ir 
William Joynson-Hicks admits there are 
vexed points relative to the administration 
of this Act, but he maintains it was 
passed only after a full investigation, ancl 
came into operation so recently that any 
inquiry at the present moment would be 
premature. ' The restrictions embodied in 
the Act, Sir William emphasises, were 
made permanent in deference to a wide- 
spread public demand. Supporters of the

APPOINTMENT FOR 
DUKE OF YORK.

OF SCOTLAND. 

Nei Sage has approved the appointment 
of His Royal Highness the Duke of 
York, K.G., P.C.. KT, G.C:’M.G. 
G.€.V.0.,' D.C.L., to be Lord High Com. 
missioner of the Church of Scotland in 
succession +o the Earl of Stair. 

The appointment ¢f the Duke to be Lord 
High Commissioner to the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland creates 
an interesting precedent in connection with 
an office at once ancient and historical. 
"he General Assembly.— the highest 
Keclesiastical Court .in Scotland—meets 
annually in Edinburgh in May and sits 
for about ten days. Dating back to the 
year 1560 it consists of representatives, 
clerical and lay, fro~: all the Presbyteries 
of the Church. The Royal Burghs of Scot- 
land also return elders to the Assembly, 
end each of the Scottish Universities sends 
a representative. ' 

THE KING’S REPRESENTATIVE. 

The Lord High Commissioner, the repre- 
sentative of the King, exercises no 
function in the Assembly “ beyond,” it is 
recorded, “ that of adding by his presence 
the sanction. of the civi] authority to its 
p ings.”' 

Prior to the Assembly he takes up his 
residence at Holyrood Palace, and proceeds 
in state on tlie appointed day to the 
Assembly Hall. The office is held usually 
by a Peer of Scottish birth, and it is 
tcpical to recall that the Lord High Com- 
missioner in 1923 was Lord Elphinstone, 
brother-in-law of the Duke of York. — 

Diligent search of the records would be 
necessary to find an instance prior to that 
announced to-day of. the office being filled 
by a member of the Royal Family. 
centuries its tenants had been members of 
the Scottish nobility until in 1924, when 
the Labour Government was in power, thé 
choice of a Lord.

NEW YORE. Wednesday. 

The directors of the American 
Petroleum Institute, who met here to-day, 
unanimously approved the plan sub 
mitted by leaders of the American oil 
industry for curtailing the production of 
crude oil to the average daily output for 
1928. 

This will mean a cut of 170,000 barrels 
a day in production in the United States, 
and reductions in the outpnt of the 
Mexican, South American and Western 
hemisphere fields controlled by the Royal 
Dutch group. 

Sir Henry Deterding, chairman of the 
Royal Dutch Shell group, attended the 
directors’ meeting which adopted the 
curtailment programme: 

The plan approved included a recom 
mendation for the formation of a perma. 
nent organisation within the Institute for 
the study of “the serious over-produc 
tion ” throughout the world. 

The organisation will work in co. 
operation with the Department of Com 
merce and the Federal Oi] Conservation 
Board. 

In connection with the foregoing, it is 
not without interest that, at a meeting of 
three hundred oil owners in the State of 
California, it was decided to. curtail the 
daily average production of crude oil in 
California by at least 138,000 barrels. 


OIL “ KINGS” FELLOW- 
PASSENGERS. 

Sir Henri Deterding, the head of the 
Royal Dutch Shell group, when he landed 
from the liner, Ile de France,.to attend the 
conference of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute, ‘predicted that the oil situation 
would be ‘‘neatly in hand,” if American 
Continental companies-could come to an 
agreement. 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller, junior, who 
was returning after a holiday in.

Sir 
Henri said that the meeting was one of the 
fruits of the conference, which he, Mr. 

Teagle, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of New Jersey, and Sir John 
Cadman, head of the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, had last summer at Achnacarry 
Castle, Scotland.. No business was done 
there beyond an exchange of views, and 
“that we agreed that oil production ought 
to be curtailed.’’ he 2 

“There remained,’’ he added, “to be 
considered the question of how that 
cuttailment was to be effected. Certainly 
it must be arranged in. such a way that no 
one group shall profit by the sacrifice cf 
another.”’

TESTS PROBABLE OUTSIDE 

BROADCASTING HOURS. 

A letter from the British General Post 
Office authorities to the Baird Television 
Development Company, Ltd., dated yester- 
day, states that, having considered the 
recent television demonstration in con- 
junction with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation and his technical advisers, the 
Postmaster-General has reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions :— 

‘The system represents a noteworthy 
scientific achievement, but he does not 
consider that. at the present stage of de- 
velopment, television could be included in 
the broadcasting programmes within the 
broadcasting hours. He bases this view, 
not so much upon the quality of the re- 
production, which ,furthey experiments 
may be expected to improve, as upon the 
present limited scope of the objects which 
can be reproduced 

“The Postmaster-General is, however, 
anxious that facilities should Le afforded, 
so far as is practicable, without impairing 
the broadcasting service for con.uinued and 
progressive experiments with the Baird 
apparatus, and he would assent to a 
station of the British Broadcasting Cor. 
poration being utilised for this purpose 
outside broadcasting hours. 

“ He understands that the Corporation 
would agree in principle to this course 
provided satisfactory terms were nego- 
tiated between the Corporation and the 
Baird Company.

ANGER AT SINKING 
OF I'M ALONE. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
NOW INVOLVED,

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
According to a telegram from Belize,

FRENCH SUBJECT’S DEATH.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday:

Governments, it seems likely that the 
French Government will also be involved 
in the Im Alone incident. It has trans- 
ired that the coloured seaman, Leon 
Mangay, who lost his life in the sinking, 
was a French subject. The French Em- 
bassy has already communicated with the 
Quai d'Orsay asking for instructions. 


BRITISH CONSULATE’S REPORT. 


The official report of the British Con- 
sulate in New Orleans on the sinking of 
the 1'm Alone was received to-day at the 
Canadian Legation. 

It was stated at the Legation that the 
only point in the report that hag so far 
been. studied was the question of the 
distance the schooner wag from the shore 
when she was first hailedby the Revenue 
cutter Walcott. 

If it should be established that the I’m 
Alone was within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, the case, it was stated, 
would probably not be pressed. 

On the other hand, should it be proved 
that the ship was outside United States 
territorial waters, the State Department 
would probably acknowledge that the atti- 
tude of Canada was justified, and would 
take steps to have the matter settled. 


TREATIES NEED REVISION. 
There is a genera] impression that, what- 
ever the outcome may be of this particular 
case, a revision, or at least a clearer de- 
finition of the rum-smuggling treaties 
between the United States and Great 
Britain and, the British Dominions is 
urgently’ necessary. 

State Department officials hold the view 
that the technicalities involved have made 
the case one for international] lawyers, and 
that the present unofficial differences of 
opinion regarding treaty interpretations 
might necessitate the submission of the 
I’m Alone case to. arbitration. 


“BIG NAVY” ADVOCATE’S VIEW. 


The incident, to-day brought into the 
arena Mr. Britten, the Chairman of 
the Naval Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives, and “Big 
Navy advocate. In the course 
of an interview he declared that if the 
United States Government was going to 
chase vessels two hundred miles off the 
coast and sink them because they were 
suspected of “ rum-running,’’-it would be 
able to chase them through the English 
Channel and sink them. Such an act as 
this, Mr. Britten declared, would lead to 
war, and if any Government desired to 
employ such tactics it should have the 
largest Navy in the world in order to 
dictate terms to other Governments. 

Many American newspapers to-day

I learn to-night: that the Six-County 
Temperance Conference to-morrow will be 
asked to sanction a list of Unionist 
temperance candidates to oppose members 
of the Northern Government and members 
of the Government Party at the forth- 
coming elections. 
The name of Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., 
who was elected to represent the 
Unionists in Fermanagh in the Imperial 
Parliament at the last election and who 
has taken a prominent part in the local 
option campaign, is mentioned as the 
probable opponent of Viscount Craigavon, 
the Prime Minister, in the North Down 
Division. 
There is a large temperance vote in 
North Down, particularly in the Bangor 
area,.and although the services of Lord 
Craigavon to Northern Ireland are fully 
appreciated, the Temperance Party hope 
to win a moral victory, even if they do 
not actually secure the seat. 

MINISTERS TO BE OPPOSED. 

Other menibers of the Government 
likely to be opposed are the Minister of 
Finance (the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock), 
the Minister of Home Affairs (the Right 
Hon. Sir Dawson Bates) and the Chief 
Whip (the Right Hon. Herbert Dixon) 
and also the Right Hon. Thomas Moles 
(Deputy-Speaker). 
Recently a proposal was put forward 
for a settlement of the temperance ques- 
tion along the lines of elimination of 
licences with compensation, and it is 
understood that the possibility of a last- 
minute agreement is within the bounds 
of possibility. 

At the moment, however, both the 
Government and Temperance Parties 
seem determined to stand fast. 

EDUCATION ACT. 

The Government is also faced with a 
serious position in regard to the Educa- 
tion Act. The proposals formulated by 
a Committee of the Protestant Churches 
and a Committee of the Grand Orange 
Lodge are being generally approved by 
the clergy and laity of tke Churches and 
the rank and file of the Orangemen 
throughout the provinces. 

The Minister of Labour (the Right 
Hon. J. M. Andrews) and the Chief Whip 
(the Right Hon. Herbert Dixon) have 
indicated the desire of the Government to 
meet the wishes of the Joint Committee in 
the matter, and it is likely that a com- 
promise will be arranged which will 
concede the main portions of the demands 
which have been made. 

The Government, in all probability, 
will revert to the recommendations of the 
Lynn Committee in regard to the consti- 
tution of regional educational committees 
and introduce a nominated element and 
also extend the powers of local school 
management ‘committees to embrace more 
fully the powers of management as 
generally understood before the passing 
of the Act.

FINDING A WAY OUT. 

If the Government Party goes to the 
polls without the support which they 
would, in ordinary circumstances, recelve 
from the elements which constitute the 
Education Act Joint Committees—the 
Protestant Churches and the Orangemen 
—they will not be in a very enviabie 
position. 

It is generally believed in political 
circles in Belfast that the Government 
will grant such amendments of the Educa- 
tion Act as will meet the wishes of tua 
Protestant Churches and the Orangemen, 
but that it will continue to refuse the 
granting of local option. Whether or not 
agreement will be reached with the 
Temperance Party along other lines, 
time alone will reveal. At present there is 
no immediate prospect of it.

The story of the gallantry of a ship's 
fireman was told last night in the Court 
Circular issued from St. James’ Palace. ; 

It recorded that the. Prince of Wales, 
on behalf of His Majesty, had presented 
the Board of Trade Silver Medal, for 
‘Gallantry in saving life at sea to .Mr.' 
William James, formerly fireman, of the 
s.s. Trojan Star. 

The following account was given of the 
episode :— 

On the 12th October, 1928, a fire broke ont: 
in the ng of the Trojan Star at about 
6.20 p.m., when-the vessel was off the Pacific 
coast of the United States. ‘This was caused 
by the failure of a joint in one of the heaters, 
which was being’ used to supply oil fuel to 
a boiler, and a stream of hot oil was’ pro- 
jected across the» stokehold in the direction 
of a coal-burning furnace, some of ‘the ail 
falling oh burning coals which lay on the 
floor plates of the stokebold. . 

Several members of the crew who were in. 
the stokehold succeeded in escaping into the 
engine room, but the second. engineer and 
two .firemen were unable to do so, being 
trapped by the flames.

Government Department by the Donegal 
ounty Council, stating that the Minister 
considered that it should be practicable to 
have official correspondence transacted in 
Irish by Ist January, 1935,, did not meet 
with unanimous approval at Tuesday’s meet- 
lug, a vote being necessary before the De- 
partment’s views were adopted. 

Mr. Mahony suggested that they should 
reply to the effect that the secretary and his 
office staff were at present able to carry on 
the business of the Council in the Irish 
language. 

Captain Hamilion said that it would be 
prejudicial to the efficient transaction of the 
business of the county to fix any day for the 
exclusive use of Irish in its official corre 
spondence. When. or if, such change would 
be to the interests of the ratepayers, the 
matter at any future date could be con- 
sidered.

Mi. Devlin—What about Catholics i 
North who got no compensation? 

Mr. Elhiott—The Protestants of the Free 
State are being compelled to learn Irish, 
which is obmoxious to them. In the twenty 
six counties there Is not a single district 
justice who is a Protestant, and in the Civic 
Guard there is only two per cent. Protestant. 

The minority, he added, in Northern 
Ireland are treated with far more toleration 
than the minority in the Free State. There 
was not a single Protestant except one that 
has a position in a board in Monaghan, and 
there not a Protestant in an official pos: 
tion in the Free Siate that could be dispensed 
with.

DUBLIN MORE CONFIDENT.

THOM ISSUES SCARCE. 


After some hesitation and some further 
declines in prices, the whole market on 
‘Change assumed a more settled appearance 
as selling pressure relaxed, with finally a 
better, tone and tendency and occasionally a 
recovery in quotations. That the. Stock 
markets should assume a feeling of recover- 
ing confidence on the eve of the Easter 
holidays, which will extend over from this 
afternoon until Wednesday morning next, 
was of good augury for markets when the 
current twenty-one day account is out of the 
way. There was active support for War 
Loan 6 per cent. Stock at a further distinct 
rally. Government National Loans received 
quiet attention. Banking Securities were 
rather on offer, ‘Ihe Guinness market 
assumed a firmer tendency, but closed under 
earlier improvements. . Dublin Distillers 
issues closed firm. Marconis were absorbed 
as offered and at a slight further gain. 
Some little support was about for Home Rail 
Pre-Ordinary issues, but little business 
resulted. Dublin United Tram Ordinary 
eased a shade, Parent Trust Deferred tended 
to a lower level. Leading Tobaccos opened 
still lower, but buyers increased, and the 
market tended to recover.

LONDON FIRMER. 
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ANGLO-AMERICANS 
STEADY. 


The volume of business put through in 
the London Stock Markets yesterday re- 
mained on a rather quiet scale, but, despite 
the continued paucity of interest, a distinctly 
steadier tendency was manifest, with here and 
there firm spots. Despite the heav y break in 
prices in New York on the preceding day, 
Anglo-Americans in London displayed a 
generally steady appearance, and quotations 
were inclined to recover from the worst levels 
recorded in Tuesday’s street market. Oil 
Shares were also in better fettle, and 
Industrials generally made a firmer showing. 
Further improvement was witnessed in the 
Gilt-edged section, and although the near 
approach of the holidays exercised a restrict- 
ing influence on dealings, some of the im- 
provements marked were of quite a sub- 
stantial character. Quiet conditions continued 
in Foreign Government Stocks, and, apart 
from a few irregular movements among 
Chinese issues, values were mostly the same 
as before. During the early hours Home 
Rails were rather undecided, but following 
ihe announcement of the railway traffic re- 
turns, which made a very favourable show- 
ing, the tone of the market improved con- 
siderably, and at the close most of the 
leaders were quoted substantially higher. 
North-Eastern 5 per cent. Pref.-Ord, led the 
way with an improvement of 2 points, while 
Midland Ord. and Great Western Ord. were 
14 and a point higher, respectively. Southerns 
also moved forward, as did Mets. and Under- 
grounds. Little of interest transpired in 
Colonial and Foreign Rails. Can-Pacs, 
however, continued heavy, a further loss of

Leos, and United Havana all eased the turn. 

In the Industrial sections, Anglo-Americans, 
despite the break in prices on the other side, 
displayed a firmer tendency in several direc- 
tions, and at the close some good recoveries 
were recorded, Courtaulds, Nicklets, and 
Radio Corps. all improving somewhat. Else- 
where, Tobaccos made an irregular showing, 
but Match descriptions were firmer. Motors 
went off in some directions, and Nitrates 
continued dullish. Among Miscellaneous In- 
dustrials, Margarine Unions were firmer on 
the reported increase in Dutch wholesale 
margarine prices, while United Molasses 
stiffened the turn. Oi] Shares displayed a 
firm appearance, some good advances being 
scored among the leaders; while Rubber 
Shares stiffened with the improved values 
for the commodity. Mines, as a. whole, were 
quiet, and an irregular tendency prevailed. 


BANK OF ENGLAND. 

Mr. Montagu Collet Norman was re-elected 
Governor of the Bank of England. Sir E.

Governor, in succession to Mr. Cecil Lubbock. 
Sir Musgrave retired on pension from the 
Comptrollership of the Bank on November 6. 
He was appointed a director to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. C. G. 
Arbuthnot. He is sixty-one, and has been in 
the service of the Bank of England since 
1885. Before becoming Comptroller three 
Ea ago, Sir Musgrave was chief cashier.

COMPETITION OF ELECTRICITY. 


Mr. Francis J. Dickens, J.P., presided at 
the half-yearly meeting of the stockholders 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company yestcrday. 

The directors present were Mr. F. Calvert 
Butler, Mr. Wm, H. Davies, Right Hon. 
James McMahon, Mr. J. MacVeigh, Mr. 
John J. Meagher, Mr. Joseph X. Murphy 
and Mr. William Newbigging. 

There was a larger attendance of stock- 
holders than usual. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the directors’ report for the half-year ended 
3lst December last, and which recommended 
a dividend at the rate of £7 12s. 6d, per 
cent. per annum, said thar there was a 
substantial éxpansion of the company's 
business. The sale of gas showed an increase 
of 40,000,000 cubic feet in a half-year that 
was distinctly unfavourable from the point 
of view of enhanced business. Their sales 
for the past half-year were one and a half 
times greater than the sales for the December 
half-year ot 1922. The industry was ex- 
panding at a rate which few would have 
cared to anticipate when electricity first came 
into serious competition with gas. 

GAS v. ELECTRICITY. 

The fact was that the gas industry had 
been for many years, and still was, progress- 
ing much more rapidly than its rival. In 
Great Britain the industry was seven times 
larger than the electricity industry, and, 
what was even more striking, it was increas- 
ing its already huge lead vear hy year. 

NEW CUSTOMERS. 

An encouraging feature in the company © 
business, said the Chairman, was the demand 
by new consumers for services and appliances, 
which still showed no sign of abating. The 
new apparatus actually sent out in 1928 
amounted to 17,238 cooking and heating 
stoves, representing a total value of £57,000. 
being £17,000 more than for the year 1927. 
There was a steady increase in the demand 
for cookers and fires that combine artistic 
design and finish with the latest principles 
of efficiency and economy. Im addition to 
this formidable list of apparatus disposed 
of they had actually secured 9.664 new con- 
sumers during 1928, as against 8,281 in 1927. 
and mains were renewed in the city and 
towuships for a distance of 22 miles. 

During the half-year cover six miles of 
house supplies were laid to connect to the 
muins the premises of 996 new consumers. 
and ten miles of old houses’ supplies were 
renewed in various districts for 2,131 
consumers. The demand for gas for in- 
dustrial purposes had also increased. The 
sale of gas to prepayment consumers, In 
pennyworths, continued its ap expansion, 
the increase in the half-year being actually 
114 per cent., and there were 61,129 slot 
meters actually in use. 


CAPITAI, EXPENDITURE. 

Turning to the accounts, the Chairman said 
that capital expenditure had exceeded the 
amount written off for depreciation, sales, 
etc., by nearly £6,000; but this was inevit- 
able in view of the extensive development 
already alluded to. On the revenue account 
a slight reduction in the cost of raw material 
—coal and oil—had been effected. The saving 
had been made despite an increase in the 
tons ‘of coal carbonised, from 54,813 in the 
half-year ending December, 1927, to 55,274 
in December, 1926; so that actually 10,461 
additional tons of coal had cost the company 
£2,400 less in money. 

Having referred to the economical working 
of the company’s steamships for coal import- 
ing the saie of tar and other residuals, and 
the equipment at their works, the Chairman 
said—The cost of distribution exceeds that 
of the corresponding period by about 
£22,000. Additional renewals of mains and 
stoves principally account for this, but the 
remainder is due to the increased charge for 
depreciation of stoves and fittings by reason 
of the growing capital expenditure on these 
appliances. Considerably better results have 
been secured in connection with the repair 
and maintenance of public lamps, but it can 
scarcely be hoped that a more extended use 
will be made of gas for public lighting, 
despite its many advantages. Passing on to 
rents, rates and taxes, it is gratifying to find 
that the further relief anticipated in the 
burden of rates has been secured. The re- 
maining items, relating to management, 
niiscellaneous and spécial charges, call for no 
comment, except, perhaps, the omission of 
the contribution usually made to the Special 
Purposes Fund. A limit is placed by the 
Act of 1909 to the amount which may stand 
to the credit of such fund, and while it has 
not reached the maximum allowed, yet it is 
felt that the -accretions of interest may safely 
be left to bring it up to the total authorised 
by Parliament. 


SOUND FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Summarising the financial position, there- 
fore, our income is down by £15,774, but, on 
the other hand, expenditure is lower by 
£20,683, so .that the profit which we are 
enabled to carry into net revenue is larger by 
£4,909. After meeting interest charges and 
income tax, we have still available the sum 
of £56,278, plus the sum brought in from the 
last account, making a total of £87,226. As 
the dividend recommended will absorb only 
£59,165, a sum of more than £28,000 will 
remain to be carried forward. 

The balance sheet discloses a _  souni 
financial position. The various funds now 
stand at rather more than £215,000, an 
increase of £13,000. Liabilities to tradesmen 
and others are down. On turning to the 
assets you will find that cash is larger, 
debtors are down, while investments are 
higher by £6,000. 

[ have pleasure in once again expressing 
on behalf of the directors our appreciation 
of the way the staff have worked during the 
period under review, especially our chief 
executive ofticers. When you consider the 
progress and development that have taken 
place during the half-year vou will, 1 am 
sure, realise the demands which have been 
made upon their services, but it is satis- 
factory to feel that they have been fully 
equai to the occasion, and have carried out 
the work smoothly and etfticiently. 

Mr. Murphy seconded the motion for the 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. J. J. Maguire expressed satisfaction 
with the report. 


SHANNON SCHEME COMPETI- 


TION. 

J. Kelly. K.C., said that the state- 
the Chairman was satisfactory so 
íar as it went. If the progress which the 
company had made continued it would be 
more satisfactory. The increase in the con- 
sumption of gas for the past three years 
was due to the large number of houses that 
were built in the suburbs of the city. It 
struck him, nowever, that the company had 
reached the peak because they would have 
io meet the competition that would be ‘offered 
by the Shannon scheme. Up to this the 
company had, more or less, a monopoly, but 
he thought that monopoly would not last 
much longer. They were going to have a 
formidable rival, and one that would be 
controlled by a native board which would 
appeal to the national sentiment. The ques- 
tion for this company was how were thev 
going to meet this competition? This Board 
consisted of eight directors, only three ol 
which were Irish. The name of the companv 
had heen altered. so that the word “ Dublin ” 
had been leit out. When he (Mr. Kelly) 
knew it first the Board was composed of six 
of the leading merchants of Dublin, who 
yave their time to the business, and they 
made it prosper, until the management fel] 
into the hands of one man. and then matters 
went so far to the bad that some fourteen 
or fifteen vears ago it was found necessary 
to put three English gentlemen on the board 
of directers. He did not wish to raise the 
race question, but he found that only two 
of the directors—Mr. Murphy and Mr. 
McMahon—were resident in Ireland. The 
staff, too, had been largely changed, and 
recently, on the retirement of an official, a 
gevileman was brought over from England 
to fill his place. What, he asked. were this 
gentleman's qualifications, and what steps 
were taken to find an Irishman to fill the 
vacancy? 

Another matter was that this company 
should have established a school for the 
training of voung men in the technology of 
the gas indusiry and in the hydro-electric 
industry. as was being done in England. 
‘“T sav,” continued Mr. Kelly, “that six of 
our directors are absentees. How often do 
they meet here—those who live 200 miles 
awav’ When we get that information we 
shall know how it works. What you want 
is to get a board more in touch with lees! 
opinion, and therefore more capable of hold- 
ing your own. J mention these matters 
because I take a deen interest in this com- 
pany.” He next referred to the allowance 
ziven to the directors. which. he said. was 
£2,572 for the half-year. The secretary's 
salary hardlv remunerated him. if he was 
doing the wark of an absentee board, He 
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knew that the members of the Board were : 
men of the highest positions. in their own 
country, but they could not be — to 
come over to Dublin every week or fortnight, 
although’ they showed good results despite 
the effects of distance. 

GOOD WORK OF THE DIRECTORS. 
Mr. G. M. Irwin said that there were 
stockholders present who dissociated them- 
selves from Mr. Kelly's remarks. — (Hear, 
hear.) The company was in low water when 
the English gentlemen came over and put 
their money into it, and from the date of 
their coming the company had made great 
progress. (Hear, hear.) He could not sym- 
pathise ‘with: anyone who. adversely criticised 
the personnel of the Board; for it was not 
with the onnel, but with the results, that 
the stockholders were concerned. Mr. Kelly 
had overlooked the fact that the National 
Government had imported foreign engineers 
and workmen in connection with the Shannon 
scheme—men who had done good work. 
Mr. Hubbard Clark said that he agreed 
with Mr. Irwin’s observations. He knew that 
the members of the Board were not there of 
their own seeking. If Irishmen fail to 
do the work that they ought to do, 
then Englishmen and Scotsmen were brought 
in. He believed that the present Board 
had justified their position—(Hear, hear)— 
and he thought that no reference should be 
made as to whence they came. (Hear, hear.) 
He wished the company could devise some 
gas by which tisey could supply gas to 
ospitals and other charitable institutions at 
a differential rate. P 

Mr. Kelly said that he thought everyone 
present understood that he did not refer to 
the personnel of the Board; he only men- 
tioned distance of residence. 


CHAIRMAN’S REPLY. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Kelly did not 
realise, as a man of wide business experience 
would have done, that the business of a 
company was not always conducted in the 
boardroom. He and his colleagues who reside 
in England gave a great deal of their time 
to the affairs of this company. A great deal 
of the company’s supplies came from the 
other side of the water, and contracts were 
entered into and other negotiations were con- 
ducted. The knowledge of his colleagues and: 
himself of the markets on the other side, he 
beheved, was a gréat asset to the company. 
(Hear, hear.) He thought Mr. Kelly’s allu- 
sion to the secretary's salary was a great 
impertinence. It was the Board. that decided 
what they should pay their staff, and, so 
long as the stockholders elected the Board, 
they entrusted to them the conduct of the 
business of the company. As to the 
remuneration of the directors, he reminded 
Mr. Kelly that it was the stockholders them- 
selves who fixed their fees. Mr. Kelly held 
out a very alarming picture of the result of 
the competition they were yoing to suffer 
from the Shannon Electricity Board. ‘The 
Board of the Gas Company did not view that 
competition with the sligntest trepidation. 

Mr. Grey, secretary, said that the ques- 
tion of jower rates to the hospitals had 
recently been under consideration, but, un- 
fortunately, the company were tied up 
against preferential rates. However, if the 
company received application from the 
hospitals for some generous treatment, having 
regard to the good work which they were 
carrying on, such application would not fall 
on deaf ears. 

The Chairman, referring to the appoint- 
ment of assistant secretary, mentioned by 
Mr. Kelly, said that the policy of the 
Board was, wherever possible, to promote 
members of their staff. In the case referred 
to the vacancy was advertised widely in Irish 
newspapers, and the company did not receive 
a single application from any person pos- 
sessing the necessary qualifications for the 
post. 

The motion for the adoption of the. report 
was passed. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. MacVeigh. a resolution was passed 
authorising the payment of £7 12s. 6d. per 
cent. dividend. same to be payable on and 
aiter April 10th. 

Messrs. F.. Calvert’ Butler. Jeremiah 
MacVeigh and William Newbiggir.g were re- 
elected directors. 

Mr. William Cash was re-elected auditor 
of the company, and Mr. J. Shelly was 
elected stockholders’ auditor. : 

On the motion of Mr. A. J. West, a vote 
of thanks was passed to the directors and the 
staff; and the Chairman and Mr. Grey 
acknowledged the compliment. :
